This  tribunal 
of  abeolute  despots,  this  dem«**«c 
court  which  constitutes  one  of  the  bi* 
complete  governmental  despotisms  on 
the  faoe  of  God’s  round  earth,  then  put* 

on  its  specs  and  reviews  the  law.  and 
by  means  of  an  opinion  concurrently  ex - 
nrewed  by  five  of  its  members,  an  opin- 
toTflUrel  with  much  learning  and  little 
common  sense,  decides  that  the  peoP^®8 
representatives  had  no  power  to  p*»s 
-uefa  a  law.  because  forsooth,  m  the 
opinion  of  these  Are  eminent  mind  reaa- 
ers  and  legal  sleight  c  f  hand  perfumers, 

V  it  was  not  the  intention  of  George 
Washing toD,  Ben  Franklin.  John  Jay 
and  the  other  patriots  who  manufac¬ 
tured  oor  political  constitution  for  us 
to  grant  them  such  power.  Having  so 
delivered  themselves,  the  law  m  question 
immediately  falls  to  the  ground^  and 
there  is  no  further  appeal.  The  veto  has 
not  balked  the  will  of  the  people,  but 
the  despotic  judicial  power  of  the  su¬ 
preme  court  has  done  the  business  most 
effectually.  .  .  . 

Many  cases  might  be  cited  of  laws 
which  have  been  passed  in  opposition  to 

the  veto.  The  Bland  Allison  law.  which 

encountered  the  veto  of  President  Hayes, 
but  which  nevertheless  existed  as  the 
law  0#  the  land  for  a  period  of  18  years, 
until  repealed  by  congress,  is  a  familiar 
casein  point  But  what  depnv^  the  peo¬ 
ple  of  their  income  tax  law?  Was  it  the 
executive’s  veto?  Sot  at  all-  The >  execu¬ 
tive  was  apparently  in  favor  of  the  law. 
and  the  people,  by  an  overwhelming 
majority,  hailed  the  law  as  a  highly 
important  measure  of  relief  from  their 
exoessive  burdens.  But  notwithstanding 
all  this,  we  have  no  income  tax  law. 

And  what  is  of  more  importance  we  are 
nerved  with  notice  that  the  people  a  rep¬ 
resentatives  are  absolutely  debarred 
from  enacting  such  a  law.  \&  ith  the  law 
enacted,  with  the  machinery  for  its  en¬ 
forcement  provided,  with  a  portion  of 
the  tax  even  collected,  five  members  of 
the  supreme  court  concur  in  the  opinion 
—presumably  after  bolding  spiritual 
communion  with  the  ghost  of  George 
Washington— that  our  constitution 

builders  never  intended  to  invert  a  nine- 
teenth  century  legislature  with  authority 
to  enact  such  a  law.  and  the  law  simply 
falb  dead.  The  legislative  power  sub¬ 
mits  like  a  whipped  child,  and  the  ex¬ 
ecutive  power,  with  many  excuses  for 
it*  temerity,  returns  that  portion  of  the 
Ux  which  it  has  collected,  and  there  is 
an  end  of  the  matter. 

To  abolish  the  veto  power  requires 
constitutional  amendment  It  is  some¬ 
thing  more  than  an  overnight  task  to 
aeoure  an  amendment  to  our  federal  con¬ 
stitution.  and  when  the  people  go  in  for 
a  constitutional  amendment  in  real 
earnest,  it  must  be  one  that  will  remove 
tbs  real  cause  of  their  trouble*.  They 
cannot  afford  to  expend  the  immense 
amount  of  energy  necessary  to  amend 
the  constitution  for  the  mere  -abolition 
of  the  veto.  There  is  another  view 
which  must  be  considered.  If  the  cases 
where  the  veto  has  been  used  to  protect 
the  people’s  interests  were  to  be  taken 
and  placed  beside  those  case*  where  it 
has  been  used  to  defeat  those  interests, 

aad  the  account  cast  np.  it  would  be 
foond  that  the  people  have  benefited  by 
the  existence  of  this  limitation  on  legis¬ 
lative  power  quite  as  much  if  not  more 
*  it  has  been  a  detriment  to  them. 

.  Booestrweomiptible  executive*,  having 

the  interests  of  the  masses  at  heart, 
have  many  times  ere  this  used  their 
power  to  balk  the  corrupt  schemes  of 
dishonest  legislators  and  protect  the 
\  people  from  spoliation. 

I  might  cite  but  one  familiar  instance 
at  this — the  case  of  the  mayor  of  De¬ 
troit.  who.  by  a  judicious  and  fearless 
use  of  hi*  veto,  has  been  able  to  balk 
the  corrupt  schemes  of  s  gang  of  alder- 
T.-t.tn  boodlers  and  protect  the  rights 
of  the  citiaan*  to  the  use  of  the  streets 
of  their  city.  But.  from  the  famous 
Dartmouth  college  case,  during  the  chief 
luartosshlr  of  John  Marshall,  to  the  fa 
Sons  Eugene  V.  Debs  case,  in  the  obief 
taatioeahip  of  Melville  Fuller,  there  bas 
beat  scarcely  a  single  instance,  other
